WHEREAS, ou March 8, 2020, President Rodrigo R Duteftc. recognizing Out die COVID 19 
public health event constitutes a threat to national security, and to prompt a whole of govcmmcnt 
approach in addressing the outbreak, declared a Stale of Pabttc llraltli Emergency throughout the entire 
Philippines by issuing Proclamation No. 922;
